PROF.R. WILSON

Mead of Civil Engineering De- 
partment Deals With Educa- 
. tion for Professions. 


“Waycation for the Professions.” 
was the subject of the address by 
Profescor R. §. B. Wileon, head of 
the Civil Engineering department of 
the University of Alberta, at the 
fourth meeting of the Philosophical 
society in Convocation hall. Me dealt 


with his subject under the headings: | 


Requirements for Professional Life, 
the Extent to which these can be 
Provided by Education; Modern 
Methods of Professional Education 
and Tendencies in Modern Profes- 
sional Bducation. 


Teoachors. 

In the discussion of the first topic 
he made an analysis of the charac- 
teristics of three of the greatest 
professional men of history: Arnold, 
famous head master of Rugby; Sir 
William Osler, late Regius Profes- 
sor at Oxford; and Bir Sandford 
Fleming, the eminent engineer. This 
study indicates that there je no 
single mysterious quality whirh 
makes one man an ideal type oT 
which gerves to characterize the 
world’s professional leaders. These 
traits which are requisite for great- 
ness in any profession tre elweye 
relative to the profession. 

Business vs. Profession. 

The distinction between a bdugi- 
ness and a profession does not lie in 
uny difference of honor in the pur- 
sult of one or of another, but in the 
obligations which one assyines 
However honorable a business ca)- 
ling may be, the man who enters it 
makes no pretence of any other in- 
tention then the honest pursuit of 
his own gain. He who enters a pro- 
fession likewise does go for his own 
advantage, but he aiso undertakes 
certain obligations to the culling it~ 
self and to the pyblic. 

Professional Status. 

The contribution of education to 
professionalism must not be con- 
celved merely as the imparting of 
ekjll or certain bodies of technical 
knowledge. That knewledge and 
technique are of very great signilfic- 
ance in determining @ man's pro- 
fessional status cannot be gainsaid. 
but the contributions which society 
has a right to expect a professional 
man to make are broader than those 
for which a merely technical train- 
ing will fit him. The education of a 
professional man must be one which 
prepares him for Ufe in all its rela- 
tionships, both those which are met 
with directly throygh his profes- 
siona! practice and those which ere 
incidental. Professional eduction 
requires, then, that the individual 
shull have experiences whose im- 
mediate application he may not see 
but which those more experienced 
realize are necessary for the main- 
tenance i I a dg So 3 {deals, 


The speaker made a brief survey 
of modern methods of professional 
education to illustrate the extent to 
which this educational idea] is be- 
ng incorporated into the curricula 
and programs of training in the 
medical and engineering professions. 
Among the tendencies of present day 
education for the professions the 
speaker noted purticularly:-— 

(1)—Raising the requirements 
for entrance to professional studies 


in ordér to secure a greater matur- | 


ity of mind on the part of those who 
ure to be intrusted with professional 
work. Many engineers have stated 
that gradustion at ages between 23 
and 265 is preferable to the present 
conditions, when graduation occurs 
at 21 to 28. 

(2)—-Broadening of curricula, by 


the increase of humanistic studies 
such us Wneglish, Economics, Seci- 


ology and History, not merely be- 
cause of the practica] value to the 
engineor, but also because of their 
brogd humen values. Critics point 
out two types of weakness ett!! com- 
mon: Lack of technical facility of 
expression, and lack of appreciation 
of and interest in literature, Ico- 
nomics and Sociul Philesophy. 
(3)—Insistence upon the 
alty of practical experience concur- 
rent with formal studies. ‘hiv prin-
